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Long-Tour 
Extension

WASHINGTON — Between 
35,000 and 40,000 officers and 
EM ultimately may be af- 
fected by the Army order ex- 
tending the normal two-yéar 
oversea tours of male bachelor 
personnel to three years, ac- 
cording to unofficial estimates 
this week. 


The Army, in its announcement 
said that 3000 would be immedi- 
ately affected. The current order 
applies to bachelors in Hawaii and 
11 European countries. 

However, it is expected other 
orders will go out soon saying that 
bachelors in the United States must 
serve three years when assigned 
overseas, except for short-tour 
areas like Korea and isolated posts. 

One official pointed out that 
figures on numbers of men affect- 
ed were not indicative of the im- 
pact because many of the bachelors 
overseas hit by the order would 
probably have voluntarily asked for 
an extension of their tours abroad. 
The Army has no way of knowing 
how many would have done so. 

It also was declared that the 
extended tours would have no af- 
fect on the new name assignment 
system for EM. It had been known 
in official circles in the Army for 
some time that the order was com- 
ing, and the assignment programs

EM Upgrades Cut 
Sharply in August 


WASHINGTON — Dollar-earn- 
ing temporary promotions quotas 
for Army EM in August were fixed 
at 10,711 this week with indication 
soldiers are going to face tougher 
days in earning spots in grades 


The forthcoming  upgradings 
next month are some 2000 below 
July, probably will remain about 
the same in September but avoid 
the big cutbacks of last fall. when 
the Army could promote only 6028 
in October and 7758 in November 
(of 1960).

WASHINGTON—The first 
Promotion Qualification Score 
(PQS) ever to be set by the 
Army was fixed at 110. this 
week. It will, at the discretion 
of commanders, affect 90,000 
EM who took MOS evaluation 
tests in May. 


It was in May that the Army 
launched its new program to use 
the evaluation examinations for de- 
termining whether’a man is pro- 
motion qualified and fully quali- 
fied in his MOS. Until then, the 
tests had. been used for awarding 
of proficiency pay. 

The 110 score set, it was stress- 
ed, should not be confused with 
pro-pay cutoff scores. The cutoff 
scores for pro-pay as a result of 
the May testing in May will be an- 
nounced soon, probably next week. 

It was also emphasized that 
making promotions still is the pre- 
rogative of the commander and 
that the program is intended only 
to post guidelines for commanders. 
So just because a man scores 
above the PQS does not mean he 
will be automatically promoted. 

Results of the May testing will 
go out in three increments of 
about 30,000 each this month, next 
month and in September. The 
MOS evaluation data cards for the 
27,000 in the first increment going 
out this month should be in the 
hands of the troops affected by the 
end of the current week, or early 
next week, it was said in Washing- 
ton. 

Meanwhile, personnel manage- 
ment teams have been sent into the 





field to conduct a survey among. 


both commanders and EM as to the 
validity of the 110 score. DA per- 
sonnel officials in Washington also 
are making an overall Teview of 
the program. 

However, the 110 score will 
stand for men tested in May. An- 
other 90,000 EM will be tested in 
August with results from that 
month to go out in October. At that 
time, the PQS could be changed, 
raised or lowered as experience 
dictates. About 300 four-digit MOSs 
were included in the May testing 
and some 280 will be tested in 
August.’ 

This, it was pointed out, is the 
Army’s first experiment with PQS 
and could be subject to revision. 
At the same time, too, if the pro- 
gram works well in the field some 
mandatory provisions for the use 
of it by commanders could be add- 
ed in the future. 

At the present time, it is a per- 
missive system. Commanders could 
pick men who scored lower than 
110 for promotion. Also, a man 
scoring below 110 could still earn 
propay since the scores for propay 
are different. For instance, while 
the PQS is 110, the cutoff score 
for propay might be 80 and as long

Appeals Court Defends Right 
To Invoke Fifth Amendment 


The prosecuting officer stressed 
that the accused officer would have 
made it easier on himself if he had 
made a statement before the trial 
which would have showed that the 
possibility of rape (the girl in- 
volved was a prostitute) was re- 
mote. 

Judge Ferguson pointed out that, 
“mere silence on the part of an 
accused when questioned .. . is 
not to be treated as a confession.” 

t * + 

FERGUSON SAID review of the 
Fifth Amendment has reemphasiz- 
ed that one of the major functions 
of the privilege is to protect “in- 
nocent” men. 

“Too many, even those who 
should be better advised, view this 
privilege as a shelter for wrong- 
doers. They too readily assume 
that those who invoke it are either 
guilty of crime or commit per- 
jury in claiming the privilege,” 
Ferguson wrote. 

Referring to the legal officer’s 
direction that testimony - about 
the pre-trial silence be stricken 
from the record, Ferguson had this 
to say: 

“It is difficult to see how the 
members could erase from the 
minds the damning effect . . . and 
accord to the accused the fair trial 
to which he is entitled. 

“Human nature does not change 
merely because it is found in the 
jury box. The human mind is not 
a slate, from which can be wiped 
out, at the will and instruction of 
another, ideas and thoughts writ- 
Cs 

The Appeals Court ordered the 
case sent back to the Army Judge 
Advocate General and advised that 
a rehearing be held.

‘Whiz Bang’ 
Tests 11th 
Abn. Arty. 


FORT CAMPBELL, Ky. — Can- 
nons roaring, operation Whiz Bang 
exploded into a noisy three-day 
round of paratrooper artillery ma- 
neuvers here last week. 

The tactical test was designed to 
measure the ability of airborne 
artillery to maneuver and support 
infantry in the face of supply and 
manpower shortages. More than 
2200 paratroopers participated in 
the three-day problem. 

Ending with massed fire mis- 
sions from the 22 participating 
units and 15 firing batteries, the 
exercise climaxed a joint effort by 
101st Abn. Div. Arty., Fort Camp- 
bell’s 11th Arty. and elements of 
the XVIII Abn. Corps artillery 
from Fort Bragg, N.C. 

Eight-inch, 155mm, 105mm _ how- 
itzers and 4.2-inch mortars spent 
nearly 3000 rounds of ammunition, 
while the Army’s Honest John 
rockets supplied simulated nuclear 
destruction of massed agressor 
forces. 

Two parachute drops of men and 
equipment — at opposite ends of 
the Kentucky reservation—kicked- 
off the first phase of the operation, 
with helicopter air-lifts, Air Force 
resupply drops and massed firing 
highlighting the remaining hours 
of Whiz Bang. 

The XVIII Abn. Corps artillery 
entered the problem with an Air 
Force C-123 Provider airlanding 
on the post’s Indian Mound load- 
ing zone, a roughly-constructed 
eombat landing strip. 

Major attraction in the midst 
of the firepower display was the 
Army’s new M-35 electronic com- 

uter. Employed in evaluating 
Firing information for the divi- 
sion’s 105mm howitzers, the new 
machine may reduce by &s many 
as four the number of men former- 
ly required to process such data.

Times Writer 
Examines CARS 
In Magazine 


WASHINGTON—The Army's 
combat arms regimental system 
(CARS), under fire since its 
inception over four years ago, is 
examined in the July ARMY by 
Monte Bourjaily Jr., who claims 
that it has been misunderstood 
by practically everyone. 

Bourjaily, an associate editor 
of Army Times, maintains that 
the CARS concept, which makes 
the regiment institutional rather 
than tactical, has been opposed 
by many, ignored by most, and 
misunderstood by almost all. 
He writes that sentimentalists 
and traditionalists, who plead 
for the “return of the regi- 
ment,” are ignoring the realities 
of today. Under CARS there is 
a place for the regiment, he 
points out, Hut before that place 
can be filled, a series of eventrc 
must occur.

tests at the Army Artillery Board 
af Fort Sill. 


The weapon, first fired in 1958 
Yakima Firing Range, Wasb., will 
incorporate the latest artillery con- 
cepts of mobility, reliability and 
versatility, officials say. 

Mounted on a full-tracked car- 
riage, it is capable of speeds up to 
35 miles per hour with a cruising 
range of more than 400 miles. The 
carriage is powered by a 425-hp 
diesel engine. 

A unique feature of the weapon 
is the interchangeability of the 
175mm gun, 8-inch, and 155mm 
howitzer gun tubes without modi- 
fication. The caliber of the weapon 
can be changed on the carriage 
within 30 minutes,

IN ORDER to provide a stabil- 
ized firing platform for the gun, 
a special lock-out suspension sys- 
tem was developed for the carriage. 
By increasing pressure in the 
hydraulic suspension system of the 
weapon’s carriage, movement or 
bouncing during firing is greatly 
reduced.

COLORADO SPRINGS, Calif.— 
A new Army Air Defense Command 
region will be established with 
headquarters in Oklahoma City, 
Okla., Lt. Gen. Robert J. Wood, 
commanding general of ARAD- 
COM, announced 30 June in Col- 
orado Springs, Colo. 

The purpose of this change is 
to locate Army Air Defense region 
headquarters nearer to the North 
American Air Defense Command 
region headquarters which will be 
located at Oklahoma Air Force Sta- 
tion in Oklahoma City on 1 Au- 
gust.

THE DESIGNATION of this new 
headquarters will be 2d Region, 
Army Air Defense Command. It 
will control Nike units operational 
in Texas, Louisiana and Georgia. 
The 2d Region, ARADCOM, is now 
headquartered at Fort Meade, Md. 
It will be moved to Oklahoma City 
with its history and colors, but less 
personnel and equipment. 

The present area of 2d region 
will be placed under the control 
of the Ist region at Fort Totten, 
N.Y: Officials emphasized this 
change in region headquarters and 
boundaries is being accomplished 
to conform with the North Amer- 
ican Air Defense Command con- 
trol system. 

Wood pointed out that there is 
no change in the location of fire 
units of the Nike Ajax and Her- 
cules system.

COINCIDENTAL with the for- 
mation of the new region area, 
certain Army Air Defense Groups 
will be gradually phased out.

Included 
among the groups to be phased out 
are the 66th Group located at Kan- 
sas City, Mo., and the 64th Group 
located at Camp Wolters, Tex. 
Economy of operation under the 
new region organization makes 
subordinate group headquarters un- 
necessary and results in a saving 
of personnel. 

Maj. Gen. Dwight B. Johnson, 
who was chief oi staff for 
ARADCOM in Colorado Springs 
from 1956 to 1959, will assume 
command of the 2d Region on 
its relocation in Oklahoma City. 

The Army Air Defense Com- 
mand is the Army component of 
the North American Air Defense 
Command, (NSRAD), an_ inte- 
grated command responsible for 
the air defense of the North 
American continent. Locating 
NORAD and ARADCOM headquar- 
ters closer together will facilitate 
matters of command, control and 
coordination, Wood said.

LOWER MONTHLY PAYMENTS 
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WASHINGTON—The Army said 
this week that production of the 
M-14 rifle was 30 percent behind 
original contract schedules and ad- 
mitted that it was partly to blame 
for the delay. 

The Army comments came as the 
result of news stories charging a 
major foul-up in M-14 procurement, 
production and distribution. 

The Army denied that it had set 
“impossible” tolerances and specifi- 
cations and that it required the use 
of vanadium steel in the barrels of 
rifles, a steel which was available 
only in the laboratory and in lim- 
ited quantities. 

On the contrary, the Army said, 
the M-60 machine gun is being pro- 
duced with this steel which is be- 
ing delivered from a production 
source. And it has developed an 
acceptable substitute material 





which manufacturers of the M-14 
rifle have an option to use. 


Delays in production which have 
put the M-14 30 percent behind 
schedule were caused the Army be- 
lieves, by difficulties that the two 
companies with manufacturing con- 
tracts experienced early in setting 
up their lines and schedule in- 
creases and funding delays on the 
Army’s part. 

Given the delay in production, 
the Army is distributing rifles re- 
ceived according to schedule, This 
appears to mean that the distribu- 
tion schedule is delayed by the 
same amount as the delivery or 
production schedule. 

The Army indicated that most of 
the difficulties in the production 
of the M-14 have now been over- 
come. Although deliveries are not 
yet on schedule, there is no further 
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slippage. Units in the United States 
and overseas will get M-l4s as 
rapidly as they are delivered. If 
the production delay is decreased, 
deliveries will be speeded up.

THE ARMY POINTED OUT that 
a comparison of the U.S. and Rus- 
sian small arms systems which did 
not include the RP-46, the Russian 
company machine gun, was incom- 
plete. The RP-46 is camparable to 
the M-60 in mission.

infantry small arms. 


The Army indicated that it is not 
happy with itself or with its M-14 
producers over the delay in pro- 
duction. It said that both the manu- 
facturers and the Army are trying 
to overcome the difficulties, partic- 
ularly in the light of the increased 
production of the M-14 authorized 
by the new Administration. It ex- 
presses hope that with a higher 
priority for small arms production 
and for small arms ammunition, 
the difficulties could be overcome.

Computer ‘Watches’ 
Zeus Development 


REDSTONE ARSENAL, Ala.—An electric brain is the 
newest and perhaps the strangest management aid being 
used by the Army Rocket and Guided Missile Agency to 
expedite development of the Nika Zeus anti-missile system. 
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Charged with day-by-day techni- 
éal supervision of one of the most 
challenging projects ever tackled 
in America—finding, identifying 
and intercepting attacking inter- 
continental ballistic missiles—the 
Zeus project workers must keep 
close watch on test and develop- 
ment progress. 

Their task is complicated by the 
widespread Zeus activity at test 
sites spread over half the world’s 
surface and an industrial effort in- 
volving more than 2,000 businesses 
in 41 states. 

They are introducing the pro- 
gram evaluation review technique 
--PERT for short—specific areas 
of the Nike Zeus program, testing 
its effectiveness as a means of 
keeping atop the situation in those 
areas and considering its applica- 
tion in other portions of the Zeus 
program. 

* “ 

BY FEEDING regularly pre- 
pared program summaries into an 
electronic computer at Redstone 
Arsenal, the Army project leaders 
tan get quick answers on how well 
things are moving now, and even 
more important’ in a high priority 
project like Zeus, how well they 
will be moving months from now 
if things keep on. as they are. 

PERT is able to point up poten- 
tial trouble spots long before they 
occur. It can also suggest alternate 
plans that promise more efficiency 
or faster completion of work. If 
asked the right questions, it can 
give all the consequences that 
thiight result from a late delivery 
of a seemingly inconsequential 
item from a manufacturer any- 
where in the U.S. or a missed com- 
pletion date of a construction job 
on some distant Pacific island. 

Brig. Gen. John G. Zierdt, 
ARGMA commander, puts the need 
for such a system this way: “In a 
program like Zeus, there must be 





plans and detailed schedules for 
each portion. Every person partic- 
ipating must know where he is 
going and when he is expected to 
get there. The schedule must be 
adhered to. We look for yellow 
warning lights when we study our 
progress. We want to nip potential 
trouble spots quickly before they 
become red lights that would have 
far reaching effects. 

“We must keep the program 
moving at top speed.” 
* - + 

“PERT FOCUSES our attention 
on danger signs in time to take 
corrective action,” says Capt. 
Henry Magill of ARGMA who 
worked out introduction of PERT 
into the Nike Zeus program. 

“It’s one way of keeping things 
moving ali along the line, of mak- 
ing sure we meet our development 
schedule deadlines on time.” 

In the PERT system; an elec- 
tronie computer is programmed to 
monitor any plan that requires spe- 
cific events to be performed con- 
secutively. In Nike Zeus, for ex- 
ample, missile motors must be 
ready well in advance of the time 
missiles are scheduled to be fired 
to allow ample time to assemble 
Be complete missile prior to test- 
ng. 

Persons directly responsible for 
specific events are required to fur- 
nish regular reports that include 
three dates for accomplishment of 
their objective: optimistic, most 
likely and pessimistic. The com- 
puter -manipulates three basic 
elements, time, resources and per- 
formance to give. the statistical 
probability of doing the job in the 
required time. 

Initially developed by the 
Navy, the PERT system was used 
in the management of its success-

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Law to Grant NSLI Dividend 
To Korea Vets Nears Passage

WASHINGTON—Legislation to provide “one time” dividends to holders of “RS” 
and “W” type National Service Life Insurance (NSLI) moved closer to enactment this 
week with approval by the Senate Finance Committee. 


The legislation (HR 4539), which 
passed the House early this spring, 
would affect some 600,000 Korea 
veterans who are holders of non- 
participating GI insurance. They 
would share some $65 million 
which has accumulated in Veterans 
Administration coffers because the 
death rate of this group has been 
low. 

Future surpluses in the Korea 
GI insurance fund will go directly 
to the Treasury to help pay the 
national debt. 

Earlier insurance went to World 
War II veterans, and they share 
annually in dividends disbursed by 
the VA. 

“RS” term insurance was issued 
between 25 April 1951 and 1 Jan. 
1957 to veterans who applied for 
the coverage within 120 days after 
release from active duty. Congress 
passed legislation in 1958 author- 
izing Korea insurance policyhold- 
ers—effective 1 Jan. 1959—to con- 
vert or exchange their RS policies 
for permanent type GI insurance.

WASHINGTON — The American 


a million-dollar plan to build mon- 
uments on 20 World War II battle 
sites in the Pacific. The plan was 
revealed this week when testimony 
by Commission secretary Maj. Gen. 
Thomas J. North (Ret.) before a 
House Appropriations subcommit- 
tee was released. 

Congress will probably be asked 
to provide the money within the 
next few years. 

There are now only two govern- 
ment World War II battle monu- 
ments in the Pacific, in Honolulu 
and Manila. The commission wants 
to place granite boulders with 
carved énscriptions on 17 of the 
battle-sites—Bataan,- Midway, Guad- 
alcanal, New Georgia, Bougainville, 
Port Moresby, Finschhafen, Hol- 
landia, Cape Gloucester, Manus, 
Tarawa, Kwajalein, Saipan, Pele- 
lieu, Leyte, Iwo Jima, Attu—and 
larger memorials on Okinawa, 
Guam and possibly Wake. 

The commission figures the total 
cost of the project would be 
$1,034,000. 

Gen. North explained the idea 
this way: “There are so many 
places in the world where great 
battles took place that look like 
another strip of beach, but they 
are not, such as Wake Island, for 
instance, and Guadalcanal. We 
want to place there somthing that 
will state very simply that here 
was an island that cost the lives of 
5000 American soldiers on such

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Pennsylvania Extends Bonus 
Filing Date for War Il Vets

HARRISBURG, Pa.—World War II veterans who have overlooked filing for their 
Pennsylvania bonus have another opportunity to stake their claims. 


The’ previous 31 Dec. 1960 dead- 
line was recently extended to 31 
Dec. 1962. 

To be eligible, a claimant must 
have held a home address in Penn- 
sylvania at time of entry into active 
service. 

The bonus is payable at the rate 
of $10 per month for stateside serv- 
ice, $15 per month for foreign 
service between 7 Dec. 1941 and 2 
Sept. 1945, up to $500 maximum. 
Those on active duty on 2 Sept. 
1945 may count service prior to 
3 March 1946. 








Next-of-kin are recognized in the 
following order—unremarried wid- 
ow, minor children, parents. .The 
$500 maximum is payable to next- 
of-kin of war dead; otherwise, 
amount of bonus veteran would 
have collected if alive.

Chronic Problem 
To Fore Again 


More men, more money, more weapons, 
more restrictions and more criticism—that’s 
the story of the $42.7 billion Defense money 
bill approved by the House Appropriations 
committee last week. The group voted for all 
the increased manpower and just about all 
of the additional missiles, ships and other 
weapons expenditures asked by President 
Kennedy. 

But it criticized the failure to plan beyond 
the 29th Polaris sub, called for an increase in 
limited war preparation, criticized again the 
lack of sealift and airlift, and roundly 
denounced Defense management in every- 
thing from career planning to procurement. 
The committee even had bad words to say 
about industry for too often treating the 
government as “fair game at any cost.” 


Most importantly, perhaps, the Pentagon 
and the various services were again hit for 
transferring service people about too fre- 
quently, thereby boosting the travel price tag 
while eroding job effectiveness due to short 
tenure of office. Fast turnover is not 
conducive to organizational effectiveness. 


In complaining again about this old issue, 
the committee recommended a $701 million 
ceiling on travel expenditures for fiscal year 
1962. This is $9 million less than the services 
had asked for PCS travel. It is the commit- 
tee’s way of trying to force the Pentagon to 
change its rotation policies. 

With new men, moves are unavoidable. 
There is basic training, then technical train- 
ing, followed shortly by transfer to a 
“permanent” post. And, with the increase 
in retirements, many additional exit moves 
are generated. However, the lawmakers 
certainly could be on firm ground in 
criticizing excessive rotation among more 
senior people. Why must so many people 
serve only three years, or even four, on a 
particular job? What’s the matter with six, 
or eight, in many cases? 

Frequency of rotation into different types 
of jobs does provide “broadening”. Among 
officers, this procedure creates a large pool 
of general officer material. But it seems 
wasteful and inefficient to operate under a 
philosophy that all officers, or a third of 
them, or even a fifth of them should be 
groomed for a crack at Chief of Staff or 
Chief of Naval Operations. No business firm 
operates that way; it wouldn’t be in business 
long if it did. 

The services, of course, need more than 
criticism to help correct the transfer problem. 
While many moves seem to be ordered merely 
because frequent transfer is “traditional”, 
there is the problem of relieving persons 
serving in remote or otherwise undesirable 
locations. Here’s where the Pentagon and 
Congress could join forces to find a solution 
—through a remote duty allowance. 

It’s not fair to ask a man to serve at a 
hardship post for more than a year or 18 
months on normal pay. But a real inducement 
in extra money could change all of this by 
making the duty more sought after and thus 
generating great transfer savings. Every 
time one man is shipped, it sets off a chain 
reaction of replacement shipments. 

How about the government—both the 
executive and legislative branches—getting 
together on this. chronic problem? 
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Idea Flow Being Cut Off

This past April, the Secretary of the 
Army decided that it would be of benefit 
if each individual on active duty in the 
Army were to submit a suggestion, 
through channels, to the Department of 
the Army. 

I believe that this idea was basically 
sound. Although it must have been an- 
ticipated that a small percentage of the 
suggestions would come from the “luna- 
tic fringe,” and perhaps a higher per- 
centage would be impractical, it would 
certainly seem that a sizeable number of 
the over 800,000 persons in the Army 
would be able to submit suggestions of 
really constructive value. e 

In any event, the month of May was 
Officially designated, “Suggestion Month,” 
and the flow of suggestions started to- 
ward the Pentagon. However, it would 
sometimes seem that the route to Wash- 
ington from a troop unit‘could be com- 
pared to a long and devious highway, 
with many detours, dead ends, and road 
blocks. 

* 7 * 

IT SEEMS APPROPRIATE to make 
clear .at this time that I recognize the 
necessity of making some evaluations of 
these suggestions, rather than permitting 
them all to reach the Department of 
Army level. It is certainly necessary to 
sort the ridiculous from the sublime, the 
cranks from the sincere, the silly from 
the practical, and the purely local prob- 
lems from those encompassing a wider 
scope. 

If the criteria described above served 
as the chief basis on which a suggestion 
would be rejected, or forwarded for 
further consideration, then I believe that 
the suggestion program would be admin- 
istered in the spirit in which the orig- 
inal idea was conceived. However, this 
is not universally done, to this writer’s 
knowledge. 

Suggestions submitted during “Sugges- 
tion Month” are just now starting to 
trickle back to the units from whence 
they originated. It appears that the per- 
sons at intermediate levels of command 
who are responsible for processing these 


suggestions may be following a proce- 
dure somewhat as follows: 

@® Upon the receipt of a suggestion, 
one looks up the subject of the sugges- 
tion in one of the D/A Pamphlets, 310 
Series. 

@ It then appears that a reference per- 
taining to the suggestion is read, and then 
quoted, in justification that the sugges- 
tion submitted would be, if adopted, con- 
trary to current Army policy, as outlined 
in its reference publication. 

@ The suggestion is then returned to 
the sender, with the notation that Army 
policy, or current directives, have es- 
tablished procedures and policies which 
preclude further consideration of the sug- 
gestion. 

* ” . 

HOWEVER, any persons conversant 
with Army regulations and similar pub- 
lications realizes that there are very few, 
if any, fields of activity in the Army per- 
taining to individuals, groups of people, 
equipment, training, administration, or 
logistics, which are not described in min- 
ute detail by some form of Army publi- 
cation. So, it would logically follow that 
any suggestion which would affect any 
Army-wide activity would be contrary to 
current directives. 

The following procedure, if followed, 
might better expedite a future suggestion 
program and could, in addition, be used 
at any time to process individual sugges- 
tions: 

@ Appoint an individual at company 
or battery level, and also at battle group 
or battalion level, who would be respon- 
sible for processing and forwarding sug- 
gestions, rejecting those which are @b- 
viously unsuitable, either by reason of 
their impracticability, or a similar reason. 

@ Forward suggestions directly from 
battle group or battalion levels to De- 
partment of the Army for final analysis 
and appropriate action. 

I feel that unless the above procedures, 
or similar ones, are adopted, the Army 
might explore the possibility of curtail- 
ing its suggestion program, since it seems 
that a frequent lack of objective consid- 
eration of these suggestions may have 
had a detrimental effect, discouraging 
many persons from submitting. really 
worthwhile suggestions.

Allowance Denied

~ ROMULUS, N. Y.: I fully under- 
stand that the Army must in- 
corporate new and change the 
standing regulations in the best in- 
terests of the service but I would 
like to bring to the attention of the 
Times what I construe as a “raw” 
deal to myself and many others in 
the same situation. 

Approximately 18 months ago I 
accepted an assignment to Iran 
with the MAAG there and decided 
not to have my family accompany 
me on the initial move, but es- 
tablished a residence for them in 
Alabama, On reporting to the new 
area of assignment I received 
travel pay and dislocation allow- 
ances for my dependents from Fort 
Leonard Wood, Mo., to Alabama. 
I did not bring my family to Iran 
because of my children’s ages, 
living and health conditions, etc., 
in Iran, thus saving the govern- 
ment quite a sum of money from 
transporting them and my house- 
hold effects to Iran and back. 

After completing my normal tour 
in Iran, I was scheduled to report 
to Fort Dix for discharge and im- 
mediate reenlistment and further 
assignment which I have now ac- 
complished. , 

On reporting to my new duty 
station, I was told that I could 
not collect travel pay and disloca- 
tion allowances for my dependents 
because I had rgenlisted and my 
new assignment is classified as an 
“initial assignment.” AR’s 37-106 
Par. 9-42 and b & b2 and AR 37-106 
Par. 12-14 c2 were quoted as the 
authority. 

Many of us in the Army are un- 
aware of this regulation. I think it 
is quite unfair to myself who has 
traveled nine thousand miles and 
spent quite a large sum of my 
personal funds in moving my 
family from Alabama to New York 
state in not being permitted to 
collect the travel pay and disloca- 
tion allowance.

How Race for White 
House Was Run 


By BOB HOROWITZ 


The past Presidential election 
was so close that if there had 
been a switch of 4500 votes in 
Illinois, and 28,000 in Texas, 
Nixon would be in the White 
House today. He would have had 
an electorial majority of two. 

The battle between Kennedy 
and Nixon appeared to become 
simplified-as voting day ap- 
proached. But 
it was in real- 
ity a vastly 
complex 
thing, and at 
stake was a 
job that con- 
trols the 
world’s most 
awesome 
forces of ter- 
ror and the 
most majestic 
power for 
good. The

battle started long before the 
Democratic and Republican cam- 
paigns, long before candidates 
for the nomination announced 


their intentions to the news- 
papers. 

Becoming a President is the 
most complex job in politics. It 
takes thousands of expert peo 
ple, - millions of dollars, iron 
wills, incredible physical stam- 
ina and the cooperation of me- 
first politicians and _ idealistic 
amateurs. And it literally takes 
years of effort. 

More than a year before elec- 
tion day, writer Theodore White 
began to investigate the plan- 
ning and machinations of seven 
men who sought the Presidency. 
He remained with the candidates 
through election day, listening 
as they planned strategic posi- 
tions and speeches, watching as 
they lined up delegates and pre- 


pared for the great TV debates - 


which many experts say swung 
the election. 
. * * 

THE RESULTING REPORT is 
the most interesting political 
book of the year. It is Theodore 
White’s “The Making of the 
President: 1960” (Atheneum, 
$6.95). It goes into the proposed 
candidacies of Democrats Hu- 
bert Humphrey, who never could 
raise enough money or fervor to 
get going; Lyndon Johnson, the 
New Dealer from the South; Stu- 
art Symington, who hoped to 
become the compromise candi- 
date at a deadlocked convention, 
but who entered the race after 
it was all over; Adlai Stevenson, 
who wouldn’t run but could be 
pushed; and John F. Kennedy. 
The book also discusses Richard 
Nixon’s campaign in tremendous 
detail; and the abortive attempt 
by Nelson Rockefeller, who dis- 
covered that the Republican pros 
and the Republican money 
sources were completely locked 
up by Nixon long before the 
campaign. 

The book is loaded with “in- 
side” stories and anecdotes. 
White tells the one about the 
group of Kennedy aides who 
made up their own game during 
the campaign’s lengthy trips. 
Somebody would call out an “an- 
swer,” and the object of the 
game was to think of the best 
question for that answer. Once, 
the answer was “9-W.” 
body’s question to that answer 
was: “Do you spell your name 
with a V, Mr. Vagner?”

men who began guarding Mr. 
Kennedy the- morning after the 
election. There was the new 
President of the United States, 
clawing and slamming his way 
through a football game with 
members of his family, getting 
dumped by members of brother 
Bobby’s team in an un-Presiden- 
tial manner. 

He also describes a trick that 
Kennedy pulled on some of the 
accompanying newspapermen 
during the campaign: 

“One of his (Kennedy’s) fa- 
vorite’ stories was the story of 
a Colonel Davenport of Hart- 
ford, and Colonel Davenport’s 
role in the writing of the Con- 
necticut Constitution — he had 
told the story so many times that 
he knew he had drugged his fol- 
lowing newsmen to inattention 
with its repetition. Therefore, 
now and then, he would substi- 
tute the name of one of. the 
newspapermen for Colonel Dav- 
enport’s name .. . then cock his 
head to see if the correspond- 
ent mentioned had caught the 
change.” 

. . 

THERE is a wonderful polit- 
ieal story in the book intended 
to show how local political lead- 
ers like to have an impressive 
winner at the top of the ticket, 
so that the local candidates can 
be dragged in to victory (the 
ward heelers also are interested 
in matters of war and peace; but 
on a local level—war means the 
draft, and that makes mamas 
start squawking; war also might 
mean hydrogen bombs, the det- 
onation of which would be bad 
for business and might physically 
wipe out the party machinery). 
Anyway, the story goes like this: 
’ Hymie Shortenstein was the 
large, rotund leader of the 
Brownsville district of Brooklyn 
years ago. He was a big man in 
his territory, delivering majori- 
ties of 14 or 15 to one for the 
Democrats, and during one FDR 
election he delivered a 20-to- 
one majority. Shorenstein was 
an important wheel in the large 
Brooklyn machine operated by 
Boss McCooey. One year, as the 
politicians divvied up the local 
nominations, it was Shorenstein’s 
turn to pick a Democratic candi- 
date for judge as his share of the 
patronage. He picked a candi- 
date who contributed heavily to 
Hymie’s campaign fund, but 
along about mid-October the can- 
didate couldn’t find any posters, 
billboards, ads, parades or other 
evidence of a campaign. He took 
his troubles to Shorenstein, who 
said: 

“Listen. Did you ever go down 
to the wharf to see the Staten 
Island Ferry come in? You ever 
watch it, and look down in the 
water at all those chewing gum 
wrappers, and the banana peels 
and the garbage? When the 
ferryboat comes into the wharf, 
automatically it pulls all the gar- 
bage in, too. The name of your 
ferryboat is Franklin D. Roose- 
velt—stop worrying!” 

The result is an Immensely 
readable book about the charac- 
ters who conducted the closest 
Presidential election campaign 
in Amercian history Kennedy’s 
popular margin was about one- 
tenth of one percent, and some 


new ideas on how he got that 


margin may be found in “The 
Making of the President.” 


Passing the Word on High

My- subject this week is com- 
munication—but, communication 
of a very special kind. I can, I 
believe, state the problem. But 
I cannot present the solution. I 
would like to see proposed solu- 
tions because the problem is one 
which, while constantly around, 
is particularly present now. 

A squad leader, even a platoon 
sergeant or platoon leader or 
a first ser- 
geant or a 
company com- 
mander, is 
able to tell 
those he com- 
mands direct- 
ly what he 
wants of 
them. Be- 
tween’ __ these 
leaders and 
the actual 
operators — 
the rifleman, 
the radio operator or the motor 
mechanic—there can be and is, 
in the command system in the 
Army, a direct relationship which 
provides direct communication. 

During training or operations, 
the company commander can 
and does tell every member of 
his unit what is to be done, cor- 
rects him or praises him. Grant- 
ed he issues orders: frequently 
through such of his immediate 
subordinates as the platoon lead- 
ers, the platoon leader does not 
consider himself bypassed if the 
company commander gives an on- 
the-spot, order to a member of 
the platoon. c 


But when a battalion command- 
er conducts an inspection, for

examplé, he is not expected to 
correct a soldier to his face. He 
makes his comment to the ser- 
geant major who notes it and 
passes it on to the company 
commander; or he tells the ac- 
companying officer what he has 
noted. 


AT THE BATTALION, regi- 
mental and division level, this 
problem of communication exists, 
but it is to a large degree solved, 
more by custom and direct per- 
sonal contract, I think, than by 
design. For the. battalion, regi- 
mental or division commander, 
by direct personal inspection can 
see if his ideas are being car- 
ried out. He can inspect the rifle- 
man, watch him perform in the 
field, look at the equipment in 
the motor pool or in operation. 
He has easy channels through 
which he can hear the gripes of 
individuals, if he wants to. He 
keeps in touch in several ways 
with the operator. 

If he finds that his ideas are 
not getting down to the man at 
the end of the chain of command, 
he can. start down that chain 
himself until he finds out why 
not and do something about it. 
Most important is this “feed- 
back” available to him. He issues 
an order, then takes a look at 
the result to see that the intent 
of the order is being followed. 


The communication prob- 


lem that I am concerned about, 
while it exists to a minor degree 
in the field units, is soluble 
there. But how does the corps, 
army or Department of the Army 
chief assure himself that his 
policies are known to and under- 
stood by the operators, whether 
they are staff officers in his own 
headquarters or commanders or 
even soldiers at the end of the 
long chain of command in some 
faraway field unit? 

Suppose you were the Secre- 
tary of the Army. This is a civil- 
lan, (political) appointive posi- 
tion. Your chief of staff (who 
isn’t really yours because you 
didn’t appoint him) is your 
point of contact with the Army 
staff and through it with the 
field. At the same time, you have 
an under secretary and assistant 
secretaries, also civilians and ap- 
pointed to their jobs, frequently 
without your having selected 
them. 

(A case in point: Two special 
assistants to the under secretary 
of the Army in the personnel 
field have been appointed. The 
man through whom they are 
supposed to receive their instruc- 
tions, the deputy under secretary 
of the Army for personnel, is 
yet to be appointed.)

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Tiny War

One of the least remembered 
wars in the United States, and 
who’s to say it shouldn’t. be, was 
the Pennymite and Yankee War 
between Connecticut and Penn- 
sylvania to decide who owned 
westward to the “South Seas.” 

When the leader of Connecti- 
cut Yankees, Lazarus Stewart, 
began hostilities by capturing 
Fort Durkee, now a suburb of 
Wilkes-Barre, Pa., Sheriff Jen- 
nings immediately counter-at- 
tacked with a murderer, a small 
cannon employed aboard ship to 
sweep the decks clean of board- 
ers. After a bit of doing, his 
posse managed to retake the 
bastion and send POWs in chains 
to Easton, Pa. 

There appeared now upon the 
bloody scene Captain Zebulon 
Butler at the head of 70 Yan- 
kees who, after a month-long 
siege and through the use of a 
pepperridge log cannon that 
blew to bits on its second go- 
around, caused the fort’s capitu- 
lation. 

The Yankees remained a bel- 
ligerent island within the bor- 
ders of Pennsylvania through 
January 1772, appealing all the 
while for reinforcements. Con- 
nectiecut’s answer, after months 
of stalling: was for the fort in 
the meanwhile to form its own 
government. This Republic of 
Westmoreland, neither British, 
Connecticut nor Pennsylvanian 
was at last officially chartered 
and incorporated into the Col- 
ony of Connecticut. 

Peace was long in coming, 
although a truce was precarious- 
ly maintained for eight years by 
the Continental after 
begging the participants to lend 
a4 hand with the larger affair 
then getting under way with 
England.

Part Mobilization: 
Possible Meaning

As THE BERLIN crisis. deepens, people are beginning 
to hear talk about a partial U.S. mobilization—for 


these purposes: 

(1) To beef up our forces in 
Europe; (2) To reassure our al- 
lies; (3) To make clear to all con- 
cerned that we mean to fight for 
Berlin if we have to; (4) To 
arouse our own people to a sense 
of the seriousness of the threat. 

The military effect of a partial 
mobilization is to establish a 
higher state of readiness to meet 
(or to forestall and perhaps pre- 
vent) an anticipated emergency. 
The principal measure involved, 
in our present circumstances, is 
the calling into Federal service

mand, military and civilian, to 
get the word to staff action offi- 
cers on what your policies are. 
You must state them to your top 
assistants and let them interpret 
your policies down through the 
chain of command to the action 
officers. These action officers, 
who haven’t any real guide lines, 
prepare papers for your approval 
(decision). These papers, pre- 
pared, you hope, with your poli- 
cies as guidelines, are staffed up 
to you through much the same 
chain as that through which the 
official word of your policies 
went down. At every level they 
are examined, supposedly with an 
eye to assuring that they do in 
fact carry out your policies. 

Now if every individual in this 
chain were sympathetic and had 
perfect comprehension, it would 
be true that your policies would 
be clearly understood by the 
action officers and that the 
papers which came back to you 
for decision would be guided by 
these policies. 

The fact is that many of the 
individuals are not sympathetic. 
This is particularly true in a 
new administration whose poli- 
tical complexion is not complete- 
ly compatible with the feelings 
of the majority of the Army’s 
staff officers (lieutenant colonels 
and up). Also a problem is that 
you are a “newcomer” and a 
“short-termer.” (The career of- 
ficer and the career civil serv- 
ant, for example, know that the 
average tenure of appointed 
civilian Army officials is about 
2% years. They will be around 
for 30 years.) k 

” 





POLICIES that you propose 
in your attempt to carry out what 
you understand to be the policy 
of your superiors—the Secre- 
tary of Defense and the Presi- 
dent—are considered a_ threat 
by these careerists. These poli- 
cies they oppose, frequently 
and even usually unconsciously. 

Yet if you could get through 
the intermediate layers and com- 
municate directly with the action 
officer, you might find sympathe- 
tic individuals who could prepare 
detailed action papers that would 
be effective. 

This is a problem. It may not 
exist at .this moment in the 


Army. But it exists in agency 


after agency in our government 
at the secretarial level and at 
levels below that. It also exists 
in other places, for example, be- 
tween army rters and 
units in the field.

TO CALL MORE men, or un- 
dertake general mobilization of 
all the nation’s resources, re- 
quires Congressional action. As 
a practical matter, however, ex- 
isting budgetary limitations of 
all the services both for person- 
nel and for operation and main- 
tenance funds are stretched so 
taut that no very large number 
of Ready Reservists could be 
called up, or kept in Federal 
service for very long without 
asking Congress for a substantial 
emergency appropriation. 

Just what might be the dimen- 

sions of a partial mobilization to 
meet the Berlin threat? Some 
speculative details and hints have 
been published during the last 
few days. The following list does 
not pretend to be other than 
speculative; it is based on long- 
standing general knowledge of 
possibilities and requirements, 
rather than any specific knowl- 
edge of existing plans. 
ARMY: (1) Two Regular Army 
divisions of the Strategic 
Army Corps (STRAC) might 
be sent to Germany to rein- 
force the Seventh Army, to- 
gether with combat and serv- 
ice support units and indi- 
vidual replacements to fill 
all existing shortages. 

It is accepted procedure, if 

STRAC divisions are sent 

abroad, to call into Federal 

service at least two National 

Guard divisions for each de- 

parted Regular division, to 

reconstitute a new strategic 
reserve as quickly as pos- 
sible. Thus four National 

Guard divisions might be 

summoned—probably those 

recently mentioned by the 

President as being ready in 

three and five weeks. 

Three Regular Army divi- 

sions (non-STRAC) in the 

United States now in a train- 

ing status, are to be brought 

to a higher level of readiness 
under present Army plans 
by adding “fillers” and bat- 
talion-size units from the 

Reserve. This process would 

be accelerated under any 

emergency program. 

(4) Army air-defense missile 
battalions would undoubt- 
edly be federalized.

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Civilian Jobs Seem 
Safe From Cutback

EPARTMENT CIVILIAN 


EMPLOYES of the Army, 


Navy, Air Force and the Office of the Secretary of 
Defense can look to a much-brighter job outlook in the 
next year after the House-Appropriations committee decided 
to discontinue the limitation on departmental expenses in 





Washington. 

Last year Army and Navy. were 
both forced to cut their depart- 
mental staffs eight percent while 
Air Force was forced to pare its 
civilians by 10 percent. Air Force 
reduced its staff even more. 

In reporting the 1962 defense 
money bill, the House Appropri- 
ations committee announced drop- 
ping the limitations which elim- 
inated thousands of civilian jobs. 

Although the limitation has been 
dropped, the House group warned 
the Defense Department against 
expanding its civilian staff, declar- 
ing “It is possible that such limi- 
tations may be reimposed in the 
next annual bill, and the commit- 


tee will watch closely the status of 

funds and. personnel during the 

current year.” 
* . - 

THE BUDGET BILL for the De- 
fense Department provides for 
about a million civilian employes, 
plus 35,000 technicians for Army 
and Air National Guard units and 
175,000 foreign nationals. 

The original Defense budget 
called for an average of 1,025,000 
civilian jobs during the 1962 fiscal 
year that started 1 July. Later, 
Army, Navy and Air Force had 
their job ceilings lifted to 1,040,- 





Ordnance Has 
New Contract 
For Research 


DETROIT — The Detroit Ord- 
nance District last month awarded 
$609,000 to Bendix Systems Divi- 
sion, Ann Arbor, Mich., for con- 
tinued study. of extremely high 
velocity missile re-entry pheno- 
mena as part of Project Defender, 
the national program of advanced 
reasearch in ballistic missile de- 
fense under the direction of the 
Advanced Research Projects 
Agency (ARPA). The Bendix work 
will be managed for ARPA by the 
Army Rocket and Guided Missile 
Agency. 

This missile re-entry research is 
a joint Canadian-American effort. 
The basic techniques and facilities 
employed in the study were de- 
veloped by a Canadian team of 
scientists and technicians at the 
Canadian Armament Research and 
Development Establishment 
(CARDE). This establishment will 
be the technical agency and, under 
today’s award, Bendix will con- 
tinue to conduct experiments in 
cooperation with Canadian scien- 
tists using the CARDE facilities.’ 

The data obtained will be for- 
warded to Bendix where they will 
be evaluated, processed, and report- 
ed to the Army Rocket Guided Mis- 
sile Agency located at Redstone 
Arsenal.

Arsenal Makes Huge TNT ‘Ball’ 


PICATINNY ARSENAL, N.J.— 
Munitions history has been made 
at. the Army’s Picatinny Arsenal 
where more than a ton of TNT has 
been cast into the world’s largest 
single piece of uncased explosive. 

The sphere, 100 times the size 
of a regulation basketball and with 
far more bounce to the ounce, was 
cast from a 76-layer hollowed-out 
plywood mould. The highly. ex- 
plosive ball weighs 2560 pounds 
and measures 11% feet in circum- 
ference. The previously largest ex- 
plosive sphere, also manufactured 
at the arsenal, weighed 1000 pounds 
and had a girth of seven feet. 

The new king-size volatile sphere 
was fabricated at Picatinny for 
cratering studies near Anchorage, 
Alaska. The explosive was not en- 
cased since container fragments 
would interfere with the study.

Up-Down Gi Bill

WASHINGTON — The cold war GI Bill may be down 
but it isn’t out. That’s the reaction Sen. Ralph. Yarborough 
(D., Tex.) gave last week after the Senate Labor committee 
voted to knock the GI Bill education amendment out of the 
National Defense Education Act bill. 


The provision was inserted in 
the NDEA bill in a_ surprise 
maneuver last week in the educa- 
tion subcommittee, but was elimi- 
nated this week partly in response 
to Kennedy administration pres- 
sure. 

Yarborough, chairman of the 
Senate veterans affairs subcommit- 
tee, said his unit plans to take up 
the GI Bill “just as soon as the 
full subcommittee can be con- 
vened, probably in the next week 
or two.”

Fiasco: the Bust

Private’s Pay Below 
Minimum Wage 


FORT BELVOIR, Va.: Inspired 
by the letter vritten by SP-5 
Alethea Ashcraft where she ingeni- 
ously figures the hypothetical 
hourly pay of a private-E-2, under 
two years, I was compelled to write 
to show her where her figures are 
incorrect. 

First, using the same DA Form 
2139, I find that she was using 
the subsistence for an officer 
($47.88). An average of $33.38 
would be better because subsis- 
tence is figured on a day-by-day 
basis of $1.10 per day. 

Second, what private-E-2 has 
ever worked an 160-hour month? 
Miss Ashcraft has missed a few 
little items such as; training on 
Saturday mornings from 0800-1200 
four hours and four times a month 
for a total of 16 hours, guard duty 
at least once a month from 1800- 
0600, granted he is off four hours 
of this time but that st-1 leaves 
eight hours; charge of quarters ér 
charge of quarters runner 1700- 
0700; this is good for 28 hours per 
month, and last but not least we 
have KP; this should be good for 
at least twice a month, 0500-1700, 
subtracting duty hours, that leaves 
it still at 12 hours ,er month. Not 
to mention the time spent in 
cleaning up for inspections and 
field problems. 

Using her figures and also the 
correct ones, this is how a private- 
E-2’s pay would look; 

$ 85.80—Bas Pay 

51.30—Quarters 

33.38—Subsistence 
$170.48—TOTAL 
184.00—Minimum wage 

$ 13.52—Equals 8.4 cents below 

the minimum hourly wage. 

Now with the private-E-2’s pay 
for the month figured a $170.48 
for 160-hour month, let us see 
what it more likely will be.

A station on Goat Mountain here 
will be used as a research site un- 
der a contract awarded to the Uni- 
versity of New Mexico by the 
Army Signal Missile Agency, to 
continue the study of air disturb- 
ances that cause errors in radar 
signals.

FORT BENNING, Ga.—Ray S. Miller, who built the 
Army’s first high-speed tank and found a way to launch 
grenades from an M-1 rifle, is leaving his position at For 
Benning to retire after 37 years government service. 

As the veteran ordnance design- 
ing engineer neared the end of a 
distinguished 23-year tenure at the 
post, the Army bestowed on him 
its second highest award for civil- 
jan employes, a Commendation for 
Meritorious Civilian Service. 

The certificate, signed by Lt. 
Gen. Paul D. Adams, commanding 
general of Third Army, expressed 
appreciation for “exemplary” per- 
formance of duties as a mechani- 
eal engineer at The Infantry Cen- 
ter ordnance section from July 
1958 through Dec. 1960.

Byrd 
pointed out that many Guard 
widows never knew FECA benefits 
were available to them. 

FECA was originally only avail- 
able to reservists. But the Court 
of Claims later ruled that survivors 
of guardsmen were also entitled 
to compensation under the Act, 
but through all the confusion and 
lawsuits many Guard survivors 
didn’t file claim. 

FECA rates were keyed to a 
percentage of the earned pay of 
the service person—including in- 
centive or hazard pay, longevity, 
ration allowance, and practically 
|all other remunerations. This in- 
|ludes officers’ quarters allow- 
| ances, but not that portion of the 
lenlisted man’s family allowance 
|added by the government, since ‘it 
is not paid for services rendered. 

The compensation is good deal 
only to those survivors of Guard 
personnel who were in pay grades 
| high enough to make compensation

WASHINGTON — Bills to pro- 
vide for everything from minority 
service credit to a dead horse were 
approved by congressional commit- 
tees and subcommittees in a flur- 
ry of activity on military legisla- 
tion, 

The minority service credit bill 
would allow crediting of service 
before age 18 for retirement pur- 
poses. The bill was brought about 
when a Comptroller General deci- 
sion denied retired pay to some 
career men, including some already 
on the retired list for several years, 
because part of their service was 
minority service. The confused sit- 
uation was confused further by De- 
fense’s presentation on the bill. 
But the Kilday Armed Services sub- 
committee approved the measure in 
the end.

The bill 
to authorize funds for the Arizona 
memorial originally called for 
$200,000 but the subcommittee re- 
duced the amount to $150,000. The 
memorial would be built over the 
hulk of the battleship Arizona 
sunk in Pearl Harbor on 7 Dec. 
1941. More than 1000 men went 
down with the ship and were never 
recovered. 

@ The Kilday subcommittee ap- 
proved the so-called “dead horse” 
bill — a measure to provide ad- 
vanced pay for servicemen whose 
dependents have to be evacuated 
from oversea areas in an emergen- 
cy. “Dead horse” is the old military 
term applied to advance pay, or as 
committee counsel John R. Bland- 
ford described it, “Money spent be- 
fore it’s earned and which you 
later wish you had.” 

@ The full armed services com- 
mitee approved a bill, HR 181, 
to make it easy for aliens enlisted 
in the Army and Air Force to 
American citizenship. It 
would remove for aliens in the 
Army ahd Air Force the provision 
that requires an alien to be phys- 
ically present in the U.S. as evi- 
dence of a desire to become a cit- 
izen. Aliens serving overseas 
would greatly benefit by the bill. 

The committee also approved HR 
7657, adding a bad check penalty 
provision to the Uniform Code of 
Military Justice. 

@® The Senate Armed Services 
committee approved HR4324, mak- 
ing reenlistment laws uniformily 
read “three months” (instead of 
“90 days”) when setting a deadline 
for a reenlistment bonus. The 
group also approved HR 4349, put- 
ting NROTC graduates in the same 
status with Naval Academy grad- 
uates regarding the regular serv- 
ices. They will be continued as 
Regular officers on active duty fol- 
lowing obligated service unless 
they. request transfer to reserve 
status and inactive duty. It is now 
the other way around. 

® The Stennis Senate Armed 
Services subcommittee was expect- 
ed to receive the special retired 
pay study of the University of 
Michigan late this week. The report 
will have a major influence on the 
course to be taken on the retired 
pay equalization bill and other re- 
tirement bills that may come up. 

© The Senate Finance commit- 
tee scheduled hearings on the bill 
to reopen National Service Life In- 
surance to World War II and Ko- 
rean veterans.

DURING THE HEARING on the 
minority service credit bill Rep. 
William Bates, of Massachusetts 
asked about minority enlistees who 
were discovered discharged and 
later enlisted when old enough. 
Would they get retirement credit? 
Defense witnesses appeared to 
think they wouldn’t. It looked as 
if only those not getting caught 
would receive credit, Bates said. 
There was considerable discussion 
and almost no clarification.

@ Provide flexibility in terms of 
Guard enlistment. Initial enlist- 
ments must now be for three years 
and reenlistments must now be for 
one or three years. 

@Allow ROTC graduates to re- 
ceive three to six months of active 
duty training, as ed for their

To these individ- 
uals this goal has become para- 
mount to any other career consid- 
eration; more important even than 
successful progression through the 
service school system and out- 
standing performance in command 
or high staff assignments.”

THE ARMY LETTER pointed 
out that there is indeed a need for 
advanced degrees for some career 
officers. But, it said, “only a rel- 
atively limited proportion can be, 
and need be, developed as highly 
educated specialists.” 

Part of the problem comes from 
a misreading of the two regulations 
that cover (a) the civil school pro- 
gram (AR 350-200) and (b) the 
general educational development 
program (AR 621-5). 

The civil school regulation, as 
it applies to officers, is set up to 
meet Army needs, not individual 
educational desires. The GED pro- 
gram sets up goals for educational 
levels for all members of the Army 
—a college education for officers, 
two years of college and technical 
training for warrant officers and 
a high school diploma, plus tech- 
nical training as needed, for en- 


listed members.

education, the earning of an ad- 
vanced degree, becoming fluent in 
at least one language in addition 
to English—all these were empha- 
sized.

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Sgt. Telford Kept 
Army in Tears 


ARMY CHEMICAL 
CENTER, Md. — The il- 
lustrious military career of 
a Chemical Corps personal- 
ity, who virtually keeps the 
Army Chemical Center sol- 
diers in tears, has culmin- 
ated with his retirement 
after 20 years of active 
duty. 

MSgt. Donald M. Telford, who 
first- entered the Army. at the 
age of 17, in 1919, and rose to 
the rank of acting first sergeant 
at the time of his discharge in 
1920, brings tears to the eyes of 
even the most robust troopers 
when they undergo classes 
taught in the Chemical, Radio- 
logical and Biological (CBR) 
School at ACC. 

Among Telford’s many accom- 
plishments was the recent for- 
mation of the CBR school on the 
post. Here tears flow like rain 
during the demonstrations of the 
action of riot control agents 
such as tear gas. (In order to 
gain first hand experience to 
the effects of the agents, the 
students go through gas filled 
rooms with and without protec- 
tive masks). The setting up of 
the school and its curriculum 
was almost left entirely to Tel- 
ford. 

Telford, a jovial man, possess- 
ing a charm and humor not gen- 
erally found in military instruc- 
tors, gives freely of his off-duty 
time in aiding the youth as well 
as the adults of the area. This aid 
is manifest in the many speaking 
and demonstration engagements 
that continually fill his docket. 
He was and still is an active 
youth worker.

DURING the interim between 
his first Army “hitch” (1919- 
1920) and his re-entry into the 
military in 1942, Telford’s his- 
tory, reads like a Jack London 
elassic. 

He became _ middleweight 
champ of his unit at Fort Meade, 
Md., in 1920, and later, after en- 
tering Kansas State University, 
earned varsity letters in baseball, 
football, basketball and track be- 
fore graduating in 1929, with a 
BS. degree in mathematics, 
physics and chemistry. 

Following college, he taught 
and coached athletic teams at 
high schools in both Louisiana 
and Texas. During the 13 years 
that he coached, his football 


teams amassed a record of 118 


wins out of 130 games. 

Telford became a professional 
baseball umpire for eight years, 
“quite accidentally” he says. He 
happened to be in the stands 
during an East Texas League 
game when the umpire was un- 
able to continue. Having prior 
experience at calling college 
games, he was called upon to fin- 
ish out the game as umpire. He 
was later requested to fill a va- 
cant umpire spot for the re- 
mainder of the season. He had 
other seasons of calling balls, 
strikes and outs with the West 
Texas-New Mexico League, and 
was undergoing contract negoti- 
ations with the American Asso- 
ciation when World War II be- 
gan and he rejoined the Army. 

He received a commission as 
a second lieutenant in the Chem- 
ical Corps, following completion 
of OCS at ACC, then known as 
Edgewood Arsenal, Md.

Chaplain’s Aide Has Martial Hobby 


DUGWAY PROVING GROUND, Utah, 
—One of the chaplain’s assistants at 
Dugway Proving Ground has a flair- for 
artillery pieces. While other enlisted men 
at the Army Chemical Corps installation 
spend off-duty time at the theater, 
gymnasium or service club, PFC Charles 
F. Flanagan builds replicas of ancient 
cannons. 


PFC Flanagan has constructed three miniature 
16th and 19th century cannons. About six inches 
long and three inches high, the seige, field, and 
deck guns were all constructed for only $4—the 
cost of the barreling. The 25-year-old Jamaica, 
Long- Island, native spent about two days work on 
each cannon at the post hobby shop. 

Using shoe polish to dye the wooden carriages 
and pieces of scrap brass to simulate metal plating, 
he built the miniature cannons so they actually 
can fire a small ball. 

The cannons were built entirely without plans 
or a model kit. PFC Flanagan even constructed 
small tools for cleaning and packing powder in the 
barrels and levers for moving the “heavy” pieces 
into different firing positions. He designed the 
guns and accessories from pictures of the authentie 
cannons. 

. * . 

THE FIELD PIECE, modeled after those used 
by the Swedish army in Germany in the 16th cen- 
tury, is one of the most precise models the chap- 
lain’s assistant built. BronZe spikes on the wheels 
for mobility in muddy weather, a turnscrew for 
adjusting the barrel elevation, and hand-carved, 
wooden wheels add to the realistic appearance of 
the cannon. 

When asked why he built the cannons, Flan- 
agan replied, “I always liked cannons that fired 
when I was a kid.” 

In addition to building model artillery pieces, 
PFC Flanagan lists other hobbies as photography, 
ceramics, leather crafts and sports car racing. 

“If I were at Dugway 100 years ago,” said the 
model builder, “I would have used my cannons to 
fight hostile Indians. The guns wouldn’t have had 
much fire power but they sure would have scared 
the wits out of most medicine men!”

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Wake Island Defense Described 


WAKE ISLAND COMMAND by Rear Adm. 
W. Scott Cunningham, USN (Ret.) with Lydel

INFIELD SCOTT CUNNINGHAM was the base 

commander at. Wake Island when the Japanese 
attacked in December 1941. 

You say you thought Maj. John P. Devereux of 
the Marines was the senior officer at Wake Island? 

No, the then Comdr. Cunningham was the island 
commander, in charge of its defense and development, 
and therein lies the main reason for the publication 
of this book. 

Cunningham feels, and rightly so, that his status as 
island commander at Wake has never been known or 
even properly acknowledged during the years since the 
war and he is making a -persistent effort to “get his 
name on the records.” 

It should probably be emphasized while giving out 
credit for the defense of Wake Island that Cunning- 
ham reported to the Island on 27 Nov. 1941, and Dev- 
ereux just a month before that. The original defense 
plan for the island had been instituted by Maj. Lewis 
A. Hohn, Devereux’s predecessor. 

Wake’s hour of glory came on 11 Dec. 1941 when the 
five-inch guns of the islands drove off a Japanese land- 
ing force, sinking two destroyers and killing about 500 
troops. Cunningham, as island commander, was respon- 
sible for holding fire until the Japanese ships were at 
point blank range. Also the Marine air squadron on 
Wake was valiant in its fight against great odds and 
extraordinary in repairing its damaged planes and keep- 
ing them in the air. 

Although the last days of Wake before its surrender 
has acquired a veneer of heroism, a reader, on review, 
senses the humiliating defeat. The island was not sup- 
ported from the command at Pearl Harbor; carrier- 
supported relief forces turned back on the last day. 

. * » 

THE CHAOS of the days is also shown by the 
message Cunningham received on 8 Dec. 1941. “Place 
WPL-46 into effect.” Of course, Wake Island did not 
have the war plans indicated. Cunningham’s effacement 
stems from the fact that the Navy Department ap- 
parently did not know he was on Wake Island and 
announced on 24 Dec. + that Devereux was in 
charge of the garrison and $mitted Cunningham’s name 
entirely. ; 

Cunningham has spent the time since his release 
from a Japanese prison camp in 1945 trying to rectify 
the results of this error. 

The fetish of the senior Naval commanders of 1941 
in apparently trying to ignore the impending crises in 
the Pacific has been brought out by Cunningham in 
recounting his briefings in Pear] Harbor before going 
to Wake in November 1941. The Naval district com- 
mandant did not have the time to see Cunningham 
before he departed for Wake. 

Although Cunningham’s book is one of vindication, 
it is high on readability and low on acrimony, much to 
the credit of the author and his collaborator. Along 
with his account of the defense Wake Island, Cunning- 
ham tells of his experiences as a Japanese prisoner 
of war. Cunningham escaped twice from his prison 
in Shanghai, but was recaptured both times.

Begin by drawing two rounds of 
trumps. Then choose the right 
side suit to try first. See if you 
ean work out in which order you: 
would tackle the side suits. 

Try the club finesse first. If it 
wins, you are that much ahead of 
the game. If it loses, you will need 
the ace of spades in the East hand 
to make the contract. And if East 
has the ace of spades and the king 
of clubs, you had better play West 
for the ace of diamonds in view 
of East’s failure to bid in third 
position. 

As it happens, the club finesse 
works. Which suit should you try 
next — diamonds or spades? 

Lead the spades first. You need 
no skill to tackle this suit; you 
either win or lose when you put 
up the king of spades. if you win, 
the contract is assured. 

As it happens, the king of spades 
loses to the ace. Now you have 
some information to help you 
choose the correct play in dia- 
monds. Since West is known to 
have the ace of spades and the 
king of clubs, you assume that he 
does not hold the ace of diamonds. 
Therefore you lead a diamond 





from your hand and finesse dum- 
my’s jack. 

This drives out the ace, and you 
make the contract. If you had 
tackled diamonds earlier you 
would have had no reason for play- 
ing the jack rather than the king, 
and you might well have guessed 
the wrong play.

Pershing stood on a pier in 
Hoboken and spoke the words 
over the coffins of the first 7264 
American war dead to be return- 
ed from France. In the long run 
the bodies of 46,520 were to be 
brought back — 59.5 percent of 
our World War I casualties over- 
seas. j 

The American Expeditionary 
Force, of which Pershing had 
been commander in chief, was 
no more. By 1 July 1919 almost 
the entire AEF had returned 
home. Only a force of 6800 men 
remained behind—known as the 
American Forces in Germany. 
On this 11 July 1921 Pershing 
had just been appointed Chief of 
Staff, relieving Gen. Peyton C. 
March. 

The rapidity of the return of 
the living had been astounding. 
The record was made in May 
1919 when 330,000 were brought 
back in a single month. This ex- 
ceeded the record transportation 
month for carrying troops to 
Europe during that First World 
War. But the usual joy of the 
return did not appear on the 
faces of those now gathered on 
the pier. This return was of the

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Famed Fighting Fish Plentiful 
In Fresh Water of Bay, Inlets 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla.—Fresh water fishermen can bring all but their lightest trout 
rods to Miami Beach with the assurance they will find plenty of sport with game fish in 
bay and inlet waters around this island playground. 


Here the light tackle angler 
can go for everything from 
tarpon and snook, two notorious 
line busters, to the smaller but 
fast-as-lightning bonefish. Spotted 
weakfish, snapper, channel bass 
and pompano should be fished only 
on casting gear and reward the 
angler not only with an exciting 
test of skill, but also with excel- 
lent suppers. 

The best tarpon time here is 
from April through July, although 
some silver kings remain the year- 
round, especially in the Everglades 
National Park area a_ two-hour 
drive to the southwest. But dur- 
ing four months there can be al- 
most a guarantee of tarpon prac- 
tically within the shadows of Mi- 
ami Beach hotels and motels, be- 
cause the main ship channel that 
is the city’s south boundary is a 
favorite spot for them. 

» 


TARPON MAY weigh anywhere 
from 10 pounds up to 150 or more, 
but the usual size ranges from 40 
to 100. In the shallow waters of 
the bays it is possible, with luck, 
to handle them on eight to 15- 
pound line. One of the chief dif- 
ficulties is setting a hook in their 
bony mouths, and for this reason 
not more than one in five tarpons 
can be kept on for more than two 
or three gill-rattling jumps. 

Nearly all Miami Beach fishing 
guides will be glad to arrange 
tarpon trips during either daylight 
or night hours. They are taken on 
top-water plugs, bucktails or white 
feathers, or on drifted bait of 
small, live fish such as mullet. 

Snook, usually hit in the five to 
20-pound class, are very game bat- 
tlers and very tricky to land be- 
cause they usually are in waters 
close to. obstructions such as bridge 
pilings, mangrove roots and other 


obstacles around which they wrap | 


and snap light lines. 

Channel bass, better known lo- 
cally as redfish, inhabit bays and 
tidal rivers, as do spotted weak- 
fish, known here as sea trout. 


Pollen Rate Low 
At Miami Beach 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla.—Ragweed 
pollen, the principal cause of hay 
fever in this country, is almost 
completely absent from the atmos- 
phere at Miami Beach, making this 
resort an ideal place for hay fever 
sufferers. 

According to a survey by the 
American Foundation for Allergic 
Diseases, Miami Beach is one of 
only 12 resorts east of the Missis- 
sippi where tests showed ragweed 
pollen incidence to be below an 
index of one. The index rating 
below one is considered excellent. 

More than 200 communities east 
of the Mississippi were checked in 
the pollen count with some, par- 
ticularly in the eastern section of 
the Middle West, going above 100 
on the index. The Miami Beach 
count was 0.26, among the lowest 
in the continental United States. 

Miami Beach’s favorable position 
is due to two factors. The city is 
separated from the mainland b 
Biscayne Bay, and from oasleat- 
tural or rural areas by many more 
miles. The prevailing winds here 
are from the east, coming off the 
Atlantic ocean. Thus, no pollen 
is produced in the immediate area 
and the breeze nornfally prevents 
mainland pollens from drifting 
ever the city. 














The sea trout is an excellent fish 
for spinning and fly fishermen 
and is found usually on rather 


peevel — 


shallow grass bed feeding 
grounds. 

The bonefish is still-hunted over 
bay flats usually in water not more 
than a foot deep. Normally, one 
spots a bonefish “tailing” in shal- 
low water as it roots along the

bottom in search of food. Any 
noise will send a bonefish to parts 
unknown and the first cast must 
place the bait lure a few feet in 
front of his nose. 


Miami Beach visitors should hire 
a guide for their first trip or two 
into light tackle waters, but after 
they have become familiar with 
the area, may rent a boat and go 
on their own with good results. 
Skiffs about 16 feet long powered 
with outboards are safe enough in 
protected bay waters if reasonable 
care is used and an eye kept on 
the weather.

‘Glades Accessible 
But Still Untamed 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla.—Florida’s 
Everglades may be said to begin 
some 25 miles west of Miami 
Beach. The boundary is a dike, 
beyond which any major attempt 
to tame the vast area has been 
abandoned. 


To many people the Everglades 
is a place of fabled mystery, a true 
impression a century ago when the 
still- unconquered Seminoles fied 
into the swamps in their _ final, 
bloody war with the white man. 
Now, however, even the casual vis- 
itor can traverse, by automobile 
and air boat, the bulk of the orig- 
inal ’glades. 

Tamiami Trail, leading west- 
ward from Miami’s S.W. Eighth 

Street, and U.S. Highway 27, 
from Hialeah to Lake Okeecho- 
bee, ribbon the old heart of the 
*glades with asphalt. From “the 
Trail” there are a_ half-dozen 
places offering air boat sightsee- 
ing rides. 

The least changed—almost un- 
changed—part of the ’glades lies 
within the 1,330,000-acre preserve 
of the Everglades National park. 
Here the alligator still is com- 
monplace, and the wood ibis, egret 
and roseate spoonbill fly in splen- 
did formation to and from their 
feeding grounds at daylight and 
dusk. 

The park entrance is 50 miles 
from downtown Miami via U.S. One 
and Florida 27. It may be reached 
in little more than an hour by 
automobile or by regularly sched- 
uled sightseeing bus. 

Two miles inside the park en- 
trance is Royal Palm hammock, a 
natural showplace of the ’glades 
and typical of the many hardwood 
islands within the sawgrass sea. 

Park service naturalists are on 
hand to explain the flora and fauna 
that may be seen in Royal Palm 
and spin tales about George, the 
alligator patriarch who makes his 
home in and around Royal Palm 
lake. If George happens to be out 
hunting, any of several relatives 
may be glimpsed, although they are 


only a puny seven or eight feet 


long. 

Four or five miles below Rofal 
Palm there is a lakeside picnic 
area with tables and benches and 
further down the highway, at the 
tip of the mainland 38 miles from 
the entrance, is Flamingo. 

Once an obscure fishing vil- 
lage, Flamingo now is a park con- 
cession with complete services 
for yachtsmen and fishermen, 


Beach Visits 
Had Hazards 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla. — Once 
upon a time a visit to Miami 
Beach was not to be undertaken 
lightly, even though one lived on 
the mainland that was only three 
miles across Biscayne bay. 

In the days before this resort 
city was founded in 1915, bathers 
and picnic parties came to the 
southern end of the area by ferry, 
or by private boat. But they came 
well prepared. 

Neither food nor drinking water 
was available. They had to be 
brought by each party. The ferry, 
(fare five cents) if it did not 
ground on the undredged natural 
channel through the bay, stopped 
at a dock from which ran a raised 
“duck walk” two blocks long, lead- 
ing over and through a dank man- 
grove swamp. 

This swamp was a resort for 
mosquitoes. As pioneers recall it, 
the picnic groups ran as fast as 
they could along the duck walk un- 
til they burst out on the open 
beach where the fresh sea breezes 
were too strong for the insects.

FHA Reports Record 
Rental Vacancy Rate 


WASHINGTON—A vacancy rate 
of 5.4 percent in rental units cov- 
ered by FHA mortgage insurance 
in force was reported recently by 
Commissioner Neal J. Hardy in 
making public a summary of an 
FHA survey conducted as of March 
15, 1961. The survey covered 425,- 
000 rental apartments located in 
all the States, the District of Co- 
lumbia, and Puerto Rico on which 
FHA mortgage insurance was in 
force and on which construction 
had been completed. 

The 5.4 percent vacancy rate is 
the highest reported since 1951, 
when 5.8 percent of all FHA-in- 
sured rental apartments were va- 
cant. Record occupancy was at- 
tained in 1957, when only 2.4 per- 
cent of the surveyed units were 
vacant. Vacancies rose in 1958 to 
3 percent, in 1959 to 3.9 percent, 
and again in 1960 to 48 percent.

Like a 'Tiger’ at Press Session 


President Kennedy took the occasion at a recent press conference to discuss American 
strategy in the Cold War, economic as well as the military. Wisely he spiced the former 
with a bit of Irish wit which probably caused it to get more publicity than it otherwise 


would have. 

It was 
peaceful competition with 
Soviets—or more broadly speaking, 
with communism—and it is par- 
ticularly significant since it dealt 
with the relative productive ability 
of the US and the USSR. 

The critics, however, have im- 
mediately started a lot of ques- 
tioning, not so such as te the 
“what,” as to the “hew much” 
and the “when.” 

The President marched briskly 
into the modernistic auditorium of 
the State Department where, in the 
midst of a forest of movie cameras, 
the White. House conferences are 
now held under the glare of pitiless 
publicity produced by Klieg lights 
and other electronic achievements. 

He showed no evidence of either 
his widely publicized backache or 
his unreported headaches which 
the present international situation 
must have produced. 

* * . 

HE READ a long statement on 
Berlin and Germany, devoted to 
the military and diplomatic aspects 
of the Cold War and then, shifting 
both tone .and tenor, declared: 
“Lastly, Chairman Khrushchev has 
compared the United States to a 
worn-out runner living on its past 
performance and stated that the 
Soviet Union would out-produce 
the United States by 1970.” 

Mr. Kennedy then said he was 
reminded of the story of “the tiger 
hunter who picked a place on the 
wall to hang the tiger’s skin long 
before he had caught the tiger.” 

“This tiger,” he said, “has 
other ideas.” 

He then quoted some of the 
figures shown on the accompany- 
ing chart and said that according 
to his best information the Russian 
production was 46 percent of ours 
and predicted that, at the present 
rate of the growth of both coun- 
tries, the Soviet production, i.e., 
3% in this country and 6 percent 
in the Soviet Union, Soviet output 
would not reach two-thirds of ours 
by 1970 and “our rate will be far 
easier to sustain or improve than 
the Soviet rate, which starts at a 
low figure.”

The rest was lengthy but not 
entirely satisfying to those who 
have been crying, with Oliver 
Twist, so persistently: “I. want 
some more.” Nor, did the Presi- 
dent’s statistics satisfy the “other 


school” of economists.

BEFORE the discovery of politi- 
cal economy, the wise men of 
Christendom had plenty of mater- 
ial for controversy including how 
many angels could stand on the 
head of a pin, or which came first, 
the chicken or the egg, or how old 
is Ann? 

Now, economists have virtually 
edged the other disagreeing doc- 
tors off the stage with their own 
erudite disputation. 

For instance: the President used 
figures on overall national produc- 
tion; the dissenters say that figures 
on industrial production and con- 
sumer production should be sep- 
arated. 

The New York TIMES, for in- 
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stance, sees fit to quote a report 
made by the Corporation fdr 
Economic and Economie Industrial 
Research, made in 1959 which said 
in part: 

“Changes in the gross national 
product, and gross national pro- 
duct comparisons among coun- 
tries, while useful, do not ade- 
quately measure the power posi- 
tion of the countries compared. 
The position is best gauged by 
the industrial base of a nation, 
for this is an important back- 
stop for the military establish- 
ment and for the country’s inter- 
national trading position.” 
Perhaps the economists were a 
little miffed because Mr. Kennedy 
lightly referred to their metier as 
the “uncertain science” although 
he said that this branch of learn- 
ing must develop fiscal and mone- 
tary measures to avoid the re- 
cessions which interrupt’ the 
growth of the body economic. 
What Mr. Kennedy intends to 
submit in the future, in the way

WASHINGTON — Research and |

aerospace industry. 


Despite the billions of dollars 
poured into this vital project, 
spokesmen for the Aerospace In- 
dustries Association claim a com- 
plicated Government formula has 
reduced earnings of the companies 
to the danger point. 


Aerospace, official publication of 
the Aerospace Industries Associa- 
tion, said that the regulation under 
which ‘the military services con- 
tract with industry sets the maxi- 
mum of 10 percent profit on re- 
search and development work. This 
would be a fair rate of return, but 
in practice it is rarely achieved. 


Said Aerospace: “In negotia- 
tion, practice has been to limit 
earnings on a research and de- 
velopment contract to from 5 to 
7 percent, more frequently on 
the lower than on the higher side 
of the bracket. But after the 
project has been completed, 
there comes the inevitable series 
of cost disallowances, which 
trim the profits from meager to 
insignificant.

$6 Million More Ok 


POMONA, Calif. A 
$6,221,230 contract for con- 
tinued research and develop- 
ment work on the Mauler 
weapon system has_ been 
awarded to General Dynamics 
here, Col. Paul H. Scordas, 
commanding officer of the 
Army’s Los Angeles Ordnance Dis- 
trict, has announced. 

Mauler will be a compact, highly 
mobile~ air defense battlefield 
weapon for use by the Army. The 
system will employ _ solid-fuel, 
radar-guided missiles to destroy 
short-range, enemy tactical mis- 
siles and rockets, as well as high- 
performance tactical aircraft that 


bomb, strafe or reconnoiter near 
forward battle positions. 

Each Mauler unit will be con- 
tained entirely on a _ self-pro- 
pe'led chassis of standard de- 
sign, It will be fully mobile, 
capable of delivering accurate 
fire while either stationary or on 
the run. 

Plans call for the Mauler to be 
light enough to be carried by a 
fixed-wing aircraft or helicopter or 
be dropped by parachute into bat- 
tle areas. 

The original research and devel- 
opment contract for Mauler was 
awarded to General Dynamics at 
Pomona in March 1960. 





CULVER CITY, Calif—Hughes

For the young lieutenant’s wife 
reared in New England and sent to 
finishing school in Europe, the raw 
frontier life was almost appalling. 


She remembers that when she and. 


other Army wives traveled by 
stage coach, scouts always went 
ahead to make certain there were 
no war-like Indians along the line 
of travel. 

On the lighter side, she recalls 
that at their first post her hus- 
band had signed but iron cooking 
pots large enough to feed a com- 
pany, with which she was expected 
to turn out meals for two.

HE sat in the big upholstered | 


chair, weary, ill and depressed.

The store is also proud_of its 
creed, “If anything said or done 
in this store looks wrong, or is 
wrong, we would have our cus- 
tomers take it for granted that 
we shall set it right as soon as it 
comes to our knowledge. We are 
not satisfied unless our customers 
are.” 

Gimbels of New York has four 
branches — Valley Stream, Long 
Island, N.Y.; Paramus, N.J.; Yonk- 
ers, N.Y. and Bay Shore, N.Y. 
Another branch is scheduled to 
open in early 1962 at Roosevelt 
Field, Long Island. 

There also are Gimbels stores 
jn Pittsburgh, Philadelphia and 
Milwaukee, all members of the 
Gimbel Brothers Corporation, but 
each of the units operate inde- 
pendently. Also members of the 
Gimbel organization are the Saks 
Fifth Avenue stores in New York 
and suburbs, as well as cities 
throughout the United States. 

Tke total sales volume for 

the Gimbel Brothers Corpora- 
tion last year was over $407 
million. In April this year the 

New York store handled 800,- 
000 transactions. During a pre- 
Easter or pre-Christmas period 
the transactions skyrocket. 

To fully appreciate these figures, 
a quick look at the store’s begin- 
ning is necassary. 

Adam Gimbel was just 20 years 
old when he landed in New Orleans 
from Bavaria in 1835. He had $5 
in his pocket and hard work in 
his mind. He roughed it on the 
waterfront as a roustabout to get 
his first stock, a peddler’s pack 
of needles, thimbles and yard- 
goods. 

For seven years after that, he 
tramped the Mississippi, selling to 
the river people and backwoods 
settlers. He traveled up the Ohio 








river and finally made his head- 
quarters in Vincennes, Indiana. A 
dentist was willing to share his 
office and Gimbel stored his mer- 
chandise there while he made the 
rounds of the countryside. His 
business grew as his reputation 
spread among the Indiana fron- 
tiersmen. They said, “Adam Gim- 
bel will give you a fair price on 
decent merchandise.” 

In 1842 he was able to take-over 
the entire 24-story frame building 
and settle down as the proprietor 
of a permanent trading post. He 
slept in a corner of the second 
story and paid his first year’s rent 
of $58 in installments. 

In those days his policies were 
unique. He passed out handbills, 
“Fairness and equality to all pa- 
trons, whether they be residents 
of the city, plainsmen, traders or 
Indians.” Gimbel said, “It is as 
bad to be thought a cheat as to 
be one.” 

* * + 

THIS TRADITION was handed 
down by Adam Gimbel to his sons 
who followed him in business. He 
married a Philadelphia girl, Fri- 
dolyn Kahnweiler, and they had 
a large family. The seven sons 
became the famous 
Brothers.” 

The sons went to school, worked 
in the store and absorbed their 
father’s philosophy. Jacob, Ellis, 
Isaac, Charles, Louis, Daniel and 
Benedict became familiar with 
stock, waited on customers, learned 
buying, bookkeeping and other 
managerial functions. 

What started as a family store 
has grown into a vast enterprise 
with 5000 regular employees in 
the Gimbels New York and sub- 
urban stores alone, and more than 
5000 in the other cities, including 
Saks Fifth Avenue group. 

The employees are large in num- 
ber but the spirit of unity is still | 
emphasized. A company magazine | 
“Gimbelite,” is published for all 
store employees in the New York 
area, keeping them posted on the 
personal lives of fellow employees 
and store activities. 


A clown contest and rally was | 


held recently and store employees 
won gift certificates. At the same 
time a museum on the fourth floor 
of the store displayed thousands 
of dollars’ worth of old circus cos- 
tumes, paintings and old handbills. 

The circus was to promote Gim- 
bels Circus of Values Month, which 
was accompanied by marked down 
prices throughout the store. The 
employees are made to feel a part 
of the store and that it is not just 
a place to work. 

This “solid front” idea was 
started by Adam Gimbel. When 


he and his sons gathered for a

|board of director’s meeting, they} dise for men, women and children 


| always found a bundle of twigs, 
bound firmly together, beside a 
single broken twig. This was his 
|way of preaching unity. 

By 1875 the family was looking 
beyond Vincennes, and in 1887 the 
first modern Gimbel department 
|store was opened in Milwaukee, 
Wise. The Philadelphia store fol- 
lowed in 1894. Isaac Gimbel as- 
sumed the presidency of Gimbel 
Brothers when his father retired 
from active business that same 
year. 

Isaac, with his. young son, Ber- 
nard,, pushed construction of a 
10-story completely modern store 
in Greeley Square, New York. In 
1910 the store opened and topped 
the volume of business they'd 
planned and came within a_ hair 
of the volume of the largest store 
in the city. 

Today the store handles all types 
of wearing apparel and merchan- 








and practically every conceivable 
household item and furniture. 


It has services which customers 
would have never dreamed of in 
the days ‘when the New York store 
opened. 

The Jane Bell Shopping Serv- 
ice will go on a complete shop- 
ping trip for the mail customer 
who is unable to come into the 
store in person. This service 
also will arrange for shipping to 
any part of the world. 

Miss Grace Weaver is in charge 
of this department. Customers may 
write to her, listing the items they 
want. They may enclose a check 
for the merchandise or ask her to 
open a charge account. 

Jane Bell Shopping Service does 
about 90 per cent of its business 
with military families, so all em- 
ployees of the service are very 
familiar with the problems and 
special needs‘ of military people. 

Orders are filled directly from 
the store and not from a stock 
room. The shopping service liter- 
ally shops for the customer who has 
a general idea of what he wants 
but does not know the stock num- 
ber of the item. 

Domestics and clothing are the 
items most frequently ordered by 
mail from Gimbels. 

Military families may open a 
charge account while serving over- 
seas. They may select from any 
of the three types of accounts— 
Regular 30-day charge, rotating 
charge and easy payment account. 

The rotating charge is designed 
for customers who prefer to pay a 
regular amount each month, rather 
than have an uneven and perhaps 
budget-breaking surprise total each 
month. 

The customer agrees on a con- 
venient monih payment and 
Gimbels gives him six times that 
amount credit. The customer 
may at any time pay more than 


: 





the stipulated monthly payment 
and may pay the entire balance at 
any time and avoid service charges, 

A service charge of 1% per cent 
of the unpaid balance is levied each 
month. The credit limit may also 
aor by contacting the credit 
office. 


The easy payment i ys is for 
substantial purchases of family and 
home needs which may require 
longer term budgeting. 

Items must be for $20 or more 
and must fall into one of the fol- 
lowing categories: Appliances, auto 
accessories, baby carriages, bed- 
spreads, sheets, bicycles and tri- 
cycles, cameras and equipment, 
coats and suits, draperies, electric 
trains, eye glasses, filing cabinets, 
fireplaces, floor coverings, f 
ture and bedding, china, bardwares, 
housewares, layettes, lug Sage, 
men’s and boys’ coats and suits 
mirrors, paints, pictures, radio and 
television, sewing machines, silver- 
ware, sporting goods, typewriters, 
upholstery and wallpaper. 

The service charge is based on 
the unpaid balance brought for- 
ward monthly and is computed at 
the rate of 1% per cent of the 
first $500 and 1 per cent of the 
balance in excess of $500.

MILITARY families may open 
an account by writing to Jane Bell 
Shopping Service, Gimbels, New 
York 1, New York. They ‘should 
include as much pertinent informa- 
tion as possible. 

Store officials stressed that it is 
more convenient for military fam- 
ilies stationed overseas to shop with 
a charge account because other- 
wise purchases must be prepaid. 

Military families also may order 
merchandise to be gift wrapped 
and delivered in the United States. 
This is also handled by the shop- 
ping service.

order is received in the store it 
takes from 1 to 14 days to pack 
and ship it. 

The only limits on the size of 
the order the store will ship are 
those imposed by APO postal reg- 
ulations.. The limits on the dollar 
amount of the orders depend on 
the type of charge account the 
customer has. 

Gimbels has no special mail 
order catalogs, advertising gen- 
eral _ merchandise, but Christmas 
catalogs are issued, specializing 
in toys and men’s merchandise. 
These are sent to charge account 
eustomers. 

All through the year, however, 
various pamphlets are enclosed in 
billing envelopes to the charge 
customers. 


For military wives who have run

So 
many Gimbels employees in New 
York served in the armed forces 
that a special American Legion 
post was formed. The Isaac Gimbel 
Memorial Post is one of the most 
|active in the area and contributed 
| greatly to a large number of com- 
munity projects and _ charities. 
Several months ago the Post had 
a dance and gave the entire pro- 
ceeds to hospitals in New York. 

Isaac Gimbel, for whom the post 
was named, saw the growth of the 
store’s spiral after he became 
president. In 1923, the specialty 
house of Saks and Company was 
brought into the chain and a year 
later Gimbels invaded the heart 
of the U.S. fashions with the 
opening of Saks Fifth Avenue. 
Saks’ growth was phenomenal and 
now has subsidiaries in Chicago,

| The Pittsburgh department store 
of Kaufmann and Baer Co. was 
|added to the chain in 1925. After 
three years of physical improve- 


| ments and reorganization, the name | 


|of the store was officially changed 
to Gimbel Brothers, making the 
fourth major Gimbel store. In 1940, 
Gimbels purchased the Pittsburgh 
building for $5 million. 

In 1927, after Isaac Gimbel was 
seriously injured in a. riding ac- 
cident, Bernard F. Gimbel succeed- 
ed him as president. Until his 
death in 1931, the elder Gimbel 
kept in constant contact with busi- 
ness despite his illness. 

With War II on the horizon, 
Bernard appointed his brother, 
| Frederic A. Gimbel as executive 
head of the New York store in 
1939. “Mr. Fred” spurred a radical 
reorganiation to meet the de- 
mands of a wartime market. He 
led Gimbels to build an enormous 
inventory. Items never before 
—— in a department store were 
sold. 

The items ranged from the en- 
tire William Randolph Hearst Art 
Collection to trucks and from 
nylon stockings to the famous un- 
finished portrait of Franklin D. 
Roosevelt. 

In 1946 when “Mr. Fred” retired, 





Department Store Feud 


A Legend in 


question of whether there 

is a real feud between Gim- 

bel’s and Macy’s across the street 

remains unanswered. Some say it 

originated as a publicity gag. 
Others say it is an honest feud. 

Several years ago Bernard F. 
Gimbel, at that time president of 
the store, expressed his views by 
saying, “We congratulate Macy’s 
on their 100th birthday. (They cer- 
tainly don’t look it.) We’re only 
115. (We certainly don’t feel it.) 
Our public recognizes that the bat- 
tling for business in midtown New 
York, good natured in the main, 
has helped build the most varied, 
the most accessible and most pa- 
tronized shopping area in the great- 
est city on earth. Sometimes it has 
been a little rough on the contest- 
ants, but it has never been unpop- 
ular with the crowd. 

“Tf the manners look a little bet- 
ter, it does not mean that the 
battle is less real. (Neither store 
ever takes its eyes off the other.

, What it sees, it quickly translates 
jinto action.) This is the kind of 
competition. the customers love; 
and we have always believed that 
the customer is the boss.” 


Part of Gimbel’s campaign to 
lure customers has been with its 
slogan, “Nobody, But Nobody, Un- 
dersells Gimbel’s.” The slogan was 
composed about 15 years ago. Its 
fame was established, so the story 
goes, when Winston Churchill at- 
tended a dinner party given by his 
friend Bernard Baruch. 

Churchill asked his dinner part- 
ner, “Is it really true that nobody, 
but nobody undersells Gimble’s?” 
With such a testimonial, copywrit- 
ers did not have to wonder any- 
more whether they had found a 
really catchy slogan. Today it is 
paraphrased many times. 

Some observers maintain the 
“feud” was started by Eddie Can- 
tor, in a comedy skit. When his 
stooge urged him to reveal some 
dark secret he replied, “Does Macy 
tell Gimbel?”

Gimbels New York was the second 
largest store in New York and the 
fourth largest in the nation. New 
success had come from ,razzle- 
dazzle low-priced merchandising, 
coupled with prestige items and a 
buildup of the store’s national 
brand lines. 

The first bold stroke to capture 
peacetime trade. was the hiring of 
the Raymond Lowey organization 
to completely re-vamp the New 
York plant. Five million dollars 


burgh Gimbels also launched a $5 
million dollar improvement plan. 
Construction mushroomed and sub- 
urban Gimbels opened everywhere. 

Gimbels Southgate, near Milwau- 
kee, was the first, opened in 
October 1954. Fourteen months 
later, three more branches had 
been opened. Philadelphia’s branch 
in Cheltenham opened in August, 
1955. In New York, two branches 
were completed in a little over one 
year. 

Saks Fifth Avenue has 20 stores 
and plans are underway for more. 
Saks 34th Street opened its first 
branch at Massapequa Park, Long 
Island, in 1956. 

The new suburban stores attract 
the trade of suburbanites by carry- 
ing millions of dollars in merchan- 
dise, offering hundreds of depart- 
ments and dozens of special custom- 
er services. 

Adam Gimbel died in 1896. His 
grandson, Bernard, is now chair- 
man of the board of this nation- 
wide retailing giant. Adam’s great 
grandson, Bruce, is president, the 
fourth generation of the family to 
hold the position. 

Radical changes have taken place 
since Adam started his fair trading 
with the Indians but his family 
still clings to his policy of fair 
trade for all.

E 7TH SPECIAL: FORCES, Airborne, had a display 


of foreign small arms laid 


out. There was the venerable 


Ruskie Moisin-Nagant rifle and its twin, the carbine. There 





was the Soviet PPSH-41 tommy 
gun, the Finnish Suomi and tlhe old 
Wermacht Schmeisser. There was 
the Czech Brno 26 LMG, a dead 
ringer for the British Bren gun, 
and the USSR panfed Degtyarov 
machine riffle. The M-14 Springfield 
and our equally new M-60 machine 
gun were also there. This com- 
prised the offering. 

A dozen troopers, weapon in- 
structors, gave me a run-down on 
the performance characteristics of 
each. According 
to the poop- 
sheet, a hand- 
out, the Special 
Forces’ recruit 
is put through 
a 15-week 
course during 
which he under- 
goes weapons 
training, a fa- 
miliarization to 
include 14 of 
our weapons 
and 28 foreign models. Along with 
this he is also trained in explosives 
demolitions, communications, op- 
erations and medical care. A fair 
to middlin’ package when you 
recollect it is jam-packed into 
seven days less than four months. 

The President has encouraged 
an accelerated development.of our 
Special Forces, and the other Mon- 
day when I was at: Fort Bragg, 
they told me the first 49 members 
of the 15-week course had just 
been graduated. These are guer- 
rilla fighters, trained to infiltrate 
the opponent’s heartland, live off 
the country, kill the enemy, bomb 
and destroy his installations, or- 
ganize and lead partisan bands and 
give the opposition a hard time 
generally. I figured among the 
many qualities of these super 
soldiers I’d find them top-drawer 
on the score of marksmanship. 

The display of ordnance was fol. 
lowed by a demonstration of func- 
tion firing of each weapon. Inquiry 
elected that every recruit fires each 
gun five or six shots for familiari- 
zation. He is also taught to tear 
down each piece and reassemble it.

FROM THE small arms show we 
whipped out for a look at an im- 
provised firing ranges complex. 
This complex was for the most part 


should wear the éxpert badges, 
rifle and pistol, and burn enough 
powder over the year to qualify 
any time he toes the line. He 
should be able to shoot from either 
shoulder and with either hand. It 
should not be enough that he can 
punch holes in a bullseye. He 
ought to be a real whiz on such 
marks as the running man and the 
running deer targets. 

His training should encompass 
that of the sniper. He should be 
a ring-tailed shooter with. the bull- 
gun, scope-equipped. And he should 
be deadly with the Sniperscope. 
He ought to know the effects of 
wind and mirage and trajectories, 
and not only should the ballistics 
of our own cartridges be open 
book but he should be able to 
quote, chapter and verse, on the 
ballistics of the enemy’s cartridges.

ONE OF THE most lethal of all 
guerrilla weapons is the lowly 
shotgun.. During the Jap occupa- 
tion of the Philippines our Bataan 
escapees made shotguns from water 
pipe ripped from houses in the 
outskirts of Manila. I have one of 
these. Shells were charged with 
home-made black powder and the 
primer was the head of a match. 
For shot pellets, chopped up bits 
of telephone wire were used. Our 
7th. guerrillas should be taught as 
much, 

Qur people should be able to 
load their own ammunition. There 
are reloading tools today which will 
slip handily into a hip pocket. Our 
service cartridge can be necked 
down to a .22 or necked up to a 
.40 caliber: The idea that in this 
next show ammo is going to be 
parachuted to partisan bands in 
proper caliber and in logistic plenty 
is strictly funny. Our boy may 
have to make his own. cartridges. 
Even make his weapons. The 
Pathan tribesman of the Khyber 
Pass, maybe the world’s best guer- 
rilla, can and does make faithful 
copies of every military rifle which 
falls into his hands. His tools are 
of the crudest. Our people con- 
ceivably may have to do the same. 
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OUR GUERRILLA should be 
trained with the shotgun so that he

can bag the primary game and also 
fill the pot. Meo tribesmen in the 
high country of Laos can take a 
shotshell filled with nothing more 
lethal than bird shot, fit for taking 
jungle chickens, and by melting 
the pellet load and pouring the 
molten metal into bamboo straws 
come up with a cartridge potent 
enough to drop an enemy at 40 
yards. The lead is chopped into 
sizable lengths and reloaded into 
the case, delivering an energy not 
unlike a charge of 00 buckshot. Our 
troopers should learn as much. 

One of the best of assassin’s 
weapons is the .22 auto pistol 
chambered to shoot the short cart- 
ridge and equipped with a silencer. 
The .22 short does not attain the 
speed of sound and for that reason 
the . silencer attains optimum 
effectiveness. A man can be shot 
with this combination and the re- 
port will not carry a hundred feet. 
And what’s practically as important 
the pot can be filled and the sound 
of the firing will not reach enemy 
ears. Such pistols as these are in 
existence. Made up for some. 
highly specialized missions, but un- 
less the boys down there on Smoke 
Bomb Hill were holding out on me 
the other Monday I saw none of 
them.

23 Top 2600-Mark 
In Pistol Matches 


FORT BENNING, Ga.—A new Army pistol record was 
set at Fort Benning over the weekend 24-25 June when 
final bulletins of Pre-Camp Perry Invitational Pistol Matches 
revealed that 23 out of 75 competitors fired better than 2600 
out of 2700 points possible for the grand aggregate course. 


“This is the first time in the 
history of U.S. Army pistol com- 
petition that this figure has been 
reached,” Maj. William S. Brophy, 
Army Advanced Marksmanship 
Unit said. Brophy heads the US- 
AAMU’s pistol section. 

He said the shooting of a 
2600x2700 score is comparable to 
the running of a four-minute mile 
and gains’ national fame for the 
competitor.. He added that special 
recognition is received from the 
National Rifle Association by those 
who shoot a score which is still a 
rarity outside top military and ci- 
vilian marksmanship circles. 

The grand a gate course calls 
for firing of 270 shots, 90 shots each 
with the .22 caliber, center fire 
and. 45 caliber .weapons. Thirty 
shots are fired: at.50. yards, slow 
fire, 30 at 25 yatds, timed fire, and 





Blankenship Wins 
Pre-Perry Event 


FORT BENNING, Ga.—wU. S. 
pistol champion SFC William B.

James W. Kurtz followed 
Blankenship with a 2636:11X while 
eight marksmen fired 2620 or bet- 
ter: Eight shooters’ exceeded the 
2610 mark and six fired better 
than 2600. 

Highlight of the event was the 
2622-93X by a first year shooter, 
PFC Norman L. Banta, who accom- 
plished a feat which thousands of 
pistol marksmen have never been 
able to do after years of continu- 
ous competition, according to offi- 
cials.

Autos Get 
New Steel 
For Trim 


NEW YORK—tThe stainless 
steel industry has achieved a 
breakthrough in the compet- 
itive battle to produce an eco- 
nomical, highly corrosion-re- 
sistant’ bright trim material to 
beautify the nation’s fleet of new 
automobiles rolling off the assem- 
bly line. 

The material is a new stainless 
stee] even more corrosion resist- 
ant than before and consequently 
able to withstand the corrosive 
salts now commonly used through- 
out the country to clear highways 
in wintry weather. 

Steelways, official publication of 
American Iron and Steel Institute, 
said a small stainless stee] pro- 
ducer gambled a million dollars 
to develop a stainless steel with 
excessive resistance to pitting, 
etching and rusting—all without 
a price premium. This was achieved 
by a new process which avoids 
oxide formation on the metal dur- 
ing annealing. 

The publication said that success 
of this program has prompted 
other major stainless mills to get 
into the act. Some eleven new 
lines to produce the material are 
slated to start up this year alone. 

The magazine pointed out that 
in 1960, about 85 percent of the 
78,000 tons of stainless steel con- 
sumed by the auto industry was 
used to make bright trim for autos.

2 Atomic Clocks to Help 
Huachuca Keep Right Time 


FORT HUACHUCA, Ariz. 
Two atomic clocks so accurate they 
may not vary as much as one sec- 
ond in 3000 years have been 
delivered to Fort Huachuca by the 
National Co. Inc., of Malden, Mass. 

The clocks will be used at the 
proving ground to provide standard 
frequency and a time base within 
Greely Hall, the fort headquarters 
and technical building. 

Installation of the timepieces 
which weigh 500 Ibs each, com- 
pletes a $1 million contract for 
seven of the super-accurate atomic 
clocks. Four were installed at 
Signal Corps Laboratories at Fort 
Monmouth, one at White Sands, 
and the remaining two here. 
According to the National Com- 


pany, the clock, called the Atomi- 
chron, derives its exceptional 
accuracy and stability from a 
unique frequency stabilizing sys- 
tem in which the unvarying res- 
onance of the cesium atom cor- 
rects the frequency of a crystal 
oscillator. 

In this servo loop a radio 
frequency field derived from the 
output of a controlled crystal 
oscillator is continuously compared 
with the resonance frequency of 
cesium. Any difference between 
the two frequencies is detected and 
used to correct the output of the 
crystal oscillator. 

This edjustment continuously and 
automatically compensates for both 
secular and random frequency 
fluctuation of the oscillator.

Training Changes 
WASHINGTON — Because of 
proposed changes in the reserve 
forces marksmanship training pro- 
gram, the National Rifle Associa- 
tion is fearful that the number of 
ranges available to non-military 
shooters in the future will decrease. 
“Changes in the training pro- 
gram indicate that many of the 
ranges will not be used because the 
rifle marksmanship program of the 
Army is scheduled to be conducted 
on 25-meter, instead of known-dis- 
tance ranges,” Franklin Orth, 
NRA’s executive vice-president, 
told the Senate recently. 

He said changes in the proposed 
training programs will result “in 
the old government-owned Nation- 
al Guard and Reserve ranges 
rapidly becoming unuseable, since 
neither the federal government nor 
state governments will use reserve 
component funds to maintain them. 
Orth suggested that Defense De- 
partment launch a study of he 
current and future year range 
requirements of the non-military 
rifle clubs. This is necessary, he 
said, because many of the ranges 
heretofore made available by the 
reserve components are no longer 
available because of the change in 
the army small arms marksman- 
ship programs of these compo- 
nents.
